GRATZ’S HISTORY OF THE JEWS. 


It seems that there is at last a chance of our getting an English translation 
of Professor Griitz’s great historical work. Fifteen years ago the attempt was 
made in this metropolis to direct the attention of the community to this work 
with the view of its being translated. Several chapters were translated and 
published in the columns of this periodical as a specimen of its contents, 
treatment and style. But somehow sufficient interest was not excited. Probably, 
the pear was not yet ripe. The right time for such an arduous undertaking had 
not yet come. Nor were attempts made in France and in the United States to 
get versions of the work in. the respective vernaculars more successful. One 
volume appeared in French, we believe, at the expense of M. Ilyppolyte 
Rodrigues. But the undertaking went no further. One volume was al:o 
published at New York; but it was American, or 1ather German-English. 
Such a rendering did not deserve encouragement. The undertaking was 
dropped. The credit of rendering these volumes accessible to the English public 
seems to be reserved for the metropolitan community. We rejoice at this 
prospect. It is not that the work is without faults, It certainly labours under 
some grave defects. The author has in some parts been too hasty. Tis 
ceneralisations are sometimes too sweeping. He has been carried away by his 
lively imaginaticn. He is sometimes prone to pass off mere hypotheses for 
established theories. But his very faults are those of erudite ingenuity and are 
instructive. He possesses the learning, acumen, critical talent, patience and 
impartiality of a bistorian, and has known how to turn to an excellent account 
the rich materials supplied by the strictly Jewish writings which were not 


accessible to writers of the Christian religion, and were not always properly 


understood by Jewish historians aad chroniclers, his predecessors. Basnage 
knew much more of the fathers of the Church than of the Talmudical doctors. 
Jost ecquetted too much with Christianity. Le seemed to lack true sympathy 
with the ancestral religion. Professor Gritz neither transfigures the rabbis ‘into 
angelic beings, nor does he depress them below the level of their age. He sces 
and depicts the representative personages of the Jewish people, the makers of 
their history such as they are, the productions of their respective ages, of the 
views inculcated by their religion, their surroundings and vicissitudes, Of 
course, those who cannot perceive any blemish in their character ; who are wont 
to majrnify them and exalt them to the skies; who cannot believe that they were 
inen hke we, whose springs of action were not always necessarily pure, and were 
liable to errors and even sin like all human beings, will pronounce some of his 
delineations nothing less than blasphemous, and condemn the work as heretical. 
The ultra-orthodox party all throughout Germany, and no doubt also elsewhere, 
holds it in horror, In one of the byper-orthodox congregations in Galicia, in 
which it is considered a crime to carry on Sabbath a pocket-handkerclief, a 
harmless Jewish bookbinder only lately got into serious trouble for having 
bound some volumes of Gritz’s work for one of his customers. The sapient 
and devout ecclesiastical court exconimunvicated the poor man; and excommuni- 
cation in these bigcted and fanatical congregations means ruin ; for nobo'ly 
vould dare give employment to the wicked booklinder, who neglected to 
denonnee his heretical customer to the ecclesiastical court.: But we need not be 
afraid of excommunication in our community. The patrons of the undertaking 
upon Which we comment will earn the thanks of all fiiends of enlig.tenment 
and national progrese. 


JEWISH EDUCATION IN GIBRALTAR. 

The old prejudice which is supposed to assign an inferior position to Jew’ sh 
women, and which we hoped was in Europe at last exploded, would seen jill 
to have some feothold in Gibraltar, for we gather from the last monthly ¢eport 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, that while 110 male pupils attend the 


‘Talinud Torah Sebool of that place, “ no provision has as yet been made for the 


education of Jewish girls.” We have called it an “old” prejudice, but the 
phrase must be understood relatively, for neither Jewish law nor Jewish tradi- 
‘ion gives it any countenance, the one upholds and the other endorses that noble 
view of woman's “mirsion,”’ which King Lemuel has sketched for us, and 
‘ which his mother taught him.’ And most inalienable of all “ women’s rights” 
we hold to be her right to education, in ihe truest and fullest sense of that 

«ch abesed word, We are not enthusiastic supporters of the “ higher educa- 
ton,” wl ich jn these days is assuming something of the dimensions of a craze. 
We are still old-fashioued enough to believe, that whate¥er the advantages of 
he.“higher” may be, the highest is still to be sought and gained less in 
© Héges than in homes. We fearthe fact is cccasionally lost sight of now-a 
days, that theugh the world has hitherto managed to exist without either 
women doctors or women-voters, it could ty no possibility get on without 
women in the always open professions of wives and mothers, fitness for which 
is generally assumed to come by nature, but for which, we contend, a no incon- 
siderable amount of training is required ; a necessity which should not be lost 
of in any comprehensive and satisfactory scheme of women’s education. The 
tendency cf the time, it seems to us, lies rather in the direction of wholesale 
planting than of wholesome pruning of a girl’smind. We take it that the whole 
aim and meaning of education is to tenderly train every good faculty which a 
sirl may possess to its fullest natural development, and to have no forcing of 
any, under the plea of education, into abnormal and even sexless growth. The 
ideal woman, whois to “open ber mouth with wisdom,” must, undoubtedly, 
have some acquired as well. as instructive stores to draw from; the standard of 
knowledge, of course, varies with the varying and progressive wad of civiliza- 
tion, but King Lemuel, even if in emphasizing the “looking well to the ways 
of her household” may to that eatent, perhaps, have put himself out of harmony 


with modern and more ambitious idealists, seems not ‘on the whole to have 
entertained at all limited ideas on the subject of woman's powers and “ rights" 
and uses. All will at least agree that women whose “own works” are to be 
iheir “praise”; who can be “safely trusted”; and who shall do a man good, and 
not evil, all the days of his life, must, undoubtedly, be educated to bring about 
such results. We may differ as to the extent, but we shall all concede the pre- 
liminary steps; and agreeing in the danger as well as the dishonour of ignorance, 
deem it deplorable to read that “ no provision is as yet made” for the training 
of the sisters and the future wives of these lads in Gibraltar. The energies of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association can scarcely to our mind be better employed than 
in supplying this grave necd with as little delay as may be. 


THE PROPOSED JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS AT LEEDS. 


The Jewish residents at Leeds have determined to establish a Board of 
Guardians. And if, as we believe, the projected Board is to be established on 
the same principles as those upon which existing Jewish institutions of similar 
name are conducted, we shall hail its birt with genuine satisfaction. The 
resolution adopted by the meeting at Leeds bears unmistakable testimony both 
to the benevolence and the wisdom of our brethren in that town. That 
benevolence should distinguish them, is not a wonderful matter. Charity isa 
prominent feature of the Jewish character all the world over; and there is no 
reason why, in our coreligionists in Leeds, any exception should be found to the 
rule. But the union of wisdom with benevolence is not so common a spectacle 
among us but that we can note the latest instance of it with interest and pleasure, 
The Jews, as a rule, possess superior qualities both of heart and of head ; but 
they maintain their superiority only as long as their practical manifestations are 
directed towards different objects. As soon as their lines of action converge, one 
of them is almost sure, as in the case of two opposite forces, to become neutra- 
lized. And it is to the credit of the Jewish character, that it is the heart that 
generally proves the stronger. There can be no more striking illustration of this 
truth than that which is afforded by the subject of benevolence. The sympathy 
which our brethren feel for every form of human suffering is so powerful that 
the voice of reason bas ne chance of being heard against it. With the Jew, 
charity has become a creed, and, like all articles of faith, is exalted to so high a 
point that the sober pleadings of prudence cannot affect it. If the judgment 
clashes with its promptings, so uch the worse for the judgment. Obviously, 
the reeult of this invariable victory of feeling cannot be unmixed good. To it, 
certainly, must be attributed the unusual care and tenderness which are lavished 
by every Jewish community upon its poor and its sick, and which have evoked 
the repeated admiration of our neighbours. And, truly, if there is one example 
which Israel has most consistently held out to other peoples for imitation through 
the long years of her existence, it is that of compassion for the suffering. Neglect 
of our less fortunate coreligionists is, happily, a thing a!most impossible, so far 
as we are concerned ; and to those who have the opportunities of knowing how 
much distress exists amongst the poor of other denominations, which goes 
unrclieved, such a reflection brings unspeakable comfort. [But the picture has 
its reverse. Charitable impulses must be tempered ani guided by prudence, if 
they are to accomplish their object. If sentiment—even philanthropic 
sentiment—is to run riot, it will create more evils than it will cure. The 
legitimate object of benevolence is to benefit the distressed. This 
sounds like a truism. But it will startle many if they are told that very 
frequently their charity does not good, but positive harm to its recipients ; nay, 
more than this, that their aim in dispensing their bounty is as often to gratify 
themeeives as to assist the helpless. The thought that some one is ill or hungry 
produces within such persons a sense of discomfort, which for their own sake, 
as well as for the sufferer’s, they hasten to remove, by relieving the distress 
which bas occasioned it. Their consideration, then, after all, is for themselves ; 


and so it happens that the measures they take in such cases are wise 


enough from the point of view of their own feelings, but may be most 
injudicious so far as the interests of true benevolence are concerned. 
The effort they put forth will doubtless soothe their troubled feelings ; 

but, in all probability, it will not satisfy the requirements of the case which 
has come under their notice. They will give small sums of money when 
large are needed, or a largo amount when quite another description cf relief 
should be administered, if the sufferer is to be benefitted. Or, worse still, they 


will render assistance of some sort, when none whatever should be forthcoming, 


inasmuch as the case is utterly undeserving. Thus it happens through this 
selfish and, therefore, uncalculating mode of benevolence, if we may apply to 
such efforts a name far too noble for them, that the poor are so often injured, 
either because a wrong remedy which is worse than none at all is applied to their 
case, or because they are positively degraded by being encouraged to become 
idle or paupers all their days. Well might they exclaim “save us from our 
friends’’; and unfortunately they have still too many such friends in our midst. 
The prejudice against systems of poor-relief, which aim at the eradication of 


_pauperism, and which would raise the indigent with one hand while they soothe 


their pangs with the other, still lingers among Jews in common with the general 
community. The oldest, and, because it is the oldest, the most successful J ewish 
organisation which is working for such praiseworthy ends, the London Board of 
Guardians, was viewed with distrust some years ago, that distrust has now given 
place to coufidence on the part of both contributors and recipients. As it 
g:ows older, it will assuredly become still more popular ; “ as its days, so will its 
strength be.” It needs but the fixed determination of the managers of similar 
Institutions to stand to thvir guns in spite of popular hostility and clamour, 


and to move steadily along the enlightened and noble path they have marked 


out for themselves, not only to ensure the success of their exertions, but to wil 
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over at last the minds that, at present, are most opposed to them. To the 
promoters of the proposed Board of Guardians at Leeds, in particular, we 
would address these encouraging words ; for they, doubtless, will not be more 
happy in their experiences than those who have pursued before them the path 
which they themselves are now treading with so much credit. For it is an 
honour to any body of men that they are wise and brave enough to look beyond, 
and to escape from, the narrow prejudices of the hour; and that their breadth of 
yiew is 80 intimately bound up with their humanity as to make the social 
advancement of the poor one of the foremost objects of thcir care. 


MORALITY. 


Dr. Parker lately preached a sermon in the City Temple, in which he drew 
an appalling picture of England's morality. He said: 


“fe found men on the Stock Exchange hatching reports, starting rumours, 
taking in the innocent, and robbing the widow and orphan, and gambling all day 
long. In the Church it was much the same—they bought and sold livings, and the 
one who bid the most got the cure of souls... . We might disguise it, or quote 
accidental circumstances in mitigation, but there was the humiliating and infamous 
fact that, after centuries of Christian civilisation, this country was drinking more 
intoxicating drink than it ever did, has more paupers than it ever had, pays more 

istrates than ever, has more prisoners than ever, and was more shocked and 
stunned by daily crime than at previeus period of its history. They might be made 
to forget those things, but then they were eating the very life of society, emas- 
culating its virtue, and turning its honour into a ghastly mockery. For his 
own part, he had no doubt that England was in a worse condition morally to-day 
than at any previous period. Not in appearance or outside. We were more cunning 
in our wickedness, more delicate in our iniquity, more courteous in our blasphemy. 
But “the whole head was sick, and the whole heart faint.’ He would say nothing 
about those outside the Church, but would look within. Let them look at its 
anonymous journalism, its malice, its sneering, its uncharitableness, the ever- 
contending sects. He might be told that we had more churches, schools, hospitals, 
and asylums than ever before. That was true; but even a church was not a 

ise, But take them as good things, and make the most and the best of them, 
they were still reminded of the possibility that some men— 


Compound for sina they are inclined to, 
By damning those they have no mind to. 


‘Accepting, as he did, that account, purposely made grotesque here and there, of the 
moral situation of England, what had sp oc Christian men to say to it? What 
became of Christ and his Christianity ? e question was infinitely solemn, and no 
earnest man would attempt to shirk it,” 


We copy this lengthy extract from the report of the doctor’s sermon, because it 
is pregnant with a lesson to those who are so anxious to convert us to Chliris- 
tianity, incessantly pester us with their tracts, try to. lure away our children, 
and hold out all sorts of premiums to the docile. If such be the state of 
Christian morality eighteen centuries after Jesus’ appearance on earth, what right 
have the archbishops and bishops to patronise the missionaries, and to encourage 
the expenditure of thousands upon thousands of pounds annually for the 
purpose of making converts among the Jews? The teaching of Jesus, upon 
the showing of Dr. Parker, has clearly been a failure among those who profess 
to follow it. They are evidently not following the lessons given them by him. 
What reason have the patrons of Conversionism to suppose that this teaching 
. would be more successful among converts than it is among themselves? Why 
endeavour to take away from the Jews those tenets which for thousand years 
certainly have not depressed them below the moral level of the populations 
surrounding them, or among which their lot has been cast, and offer them in return 
something, which, to say the least, does not answer its purpose, since it after 
having had time to operate for centuries under the most favourable of circum. 
stances, has leftits followers, if not worse, certainly morally no better, than it found 
them. In some respects, if we compare the picture drawn by the doctor with 
that presented by the Jewish community, that of the latter, it must be admitted, 
is decidely superior. Livinge, the doctor complains, are still bought and sold 
in the Church. Now, the rabbinical office was never bought and sold in the 
synagogue ; nay, very often this office has been discharged. gratuitously ; and 
far from accepting the teaching that the labourer is worthy his hire, the rabbis 
held that the Law was not to be made a hatchet to cut with it, i.¢., to make a 
living out of the cure of souls. The general population might consume more 
intoxicating drink than it ever did. But drunkenness has never been a vice of 
the Jews, nor is pauperism increasing among them. Indeed, we might unbesi- 
tatiogly say that the Jewish people of the present generation, if Jess religious] y 
observant than the past, is certainly more moral. If they have now more syna- 
goguer, schools, hospitals, and asylums than before, it is not to ‘‘ compound for 
sins they are inclined to.” If, therefore, there is improvement among the Jews, 
but not among the general population, then the inference is clear that Judaism 
1 better suited for the Jews than Christianity for the Christians. Why, there- 
fore, seek to deprive them of what suits so well their spiritual nature, and 
substitute for it what has proved such a failure among the fellow-believers of 
the Conversionist ? The moral to which all this points is, “ Why trouble your- 
selves about the mote in our eyes while there is a beam in your own ?” |

Tue Latre Horrata Kari von WeErt.—News reaches us from Vienna that 
this eminent diplomatist who was, since 1850, attached to the Anstrian Fore gn 
Office, is no more. He was a native of Cassel, and in 1848 founded tlic 


“ Constitutional Annals” which first established his reputation as a political | 


writer. He became a favourite of the King of Wurtemburg, and fiom his 
service entered that of the Austrian Empire. On being sworn into oflice, tho 
crucifix, according to custom, was offered to hiin, to take his oath on it, but to 
the astonishment of all he declared that he was a Jew and could not take an 
oath on this emblem. He was admitted into the service on his mcre aflirmation, 
and by pledging his honour. He was the first Jew who was acmitted to the 
Public Service of Austria. 


AprianorLe.—A Reuter’s telegram, dated Jan. 19, states: “The Mussulman 
inhabitants have taken to flight, and the Greek patriarchs and Chief Rabbi, with 
a guard of Christians, maintain order.” 


BrerLIN.—The Emperor of Germany presented on New Years Day his 
portrait life-size to the Secret Commercial Councillor von Bieichroler.—tlhe 
Jewish burial-ground opened fifty years ago, and which it was then sup- 
posed would be sufficient for one hundred and fifty years, has to be close, 
it being quite full. Fifty years ago, the Jewish population amounted to about 1{0) 
souls. It now numbers 45,464 souls. Ground for a new cemetery will have to le 
purchased, which will entail a very heavy outlay, as ground in the neightourhood of 
Berlin is exceedingly dear.—Among those created doctor by the University of 
Tubingen in celebration of its centenary, was the grey-headed Bernstein, a co- 
religionist, editor of the /’eop/e’s Gazette, whose popularly written works on natural 
history have contributed so much towards diffusing a knowledge of these branches 
and creating a taste for them among the masses.

REFORM AT BIRMINGHAM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—The footnote attached to my letter, which appeared in your last issue, 
seems to me (purposely) calculated to mislead the public ; and much as I dis- 
like newspaper controversy, I am compelled, in the interests of truth, to write 
again. 

The delay in the appearance of my letter, on which you lay so much stress, 
was caused, firstly, by the fact that your journal appears only once a week, and, 
secondly, by the necessity (of which I was previously unaware) of your 
receiving letters for publication several days before they could appear in print.

When I am in 
error I wish to acknowledge it; I therefore state I was in error in the remark I 
made relative to the trust of a benevolent member of the Portuguese Congrega- 
tion. Had 1 been in London béfore writing, I should have enquired of my 
friend the Trustee, Mr. Joseph de Castro ; but the case of John Nunez was so 
urgent I could not delay. I sincerely regret I made an erroneous statement, but 
it was done in ignorance of the facts. I should have closed my letter now had 
it not been for other allusions made to me, concerning my last correspondence 
‘about the boy John Nunez, whic) demand a reply. | 

By-the-bye, Mr. de Castro falls into a great error in stating that Sarah 
caused Abraham to cast the bondswoman and her son away. It was a grief to 
Abraham to do so, and until he was commanded by the Almighty to listen to 
Sarah he did not do it. Ishmael being of a different character to Isaac, waa 
not a proper companion for the future forefather of the Jewish nation, but 
when Isaac had grown up he returned, for we find that Abraham was buried by 
his sons, Isaac and Ishmael.

Sin,—My blue Spanish blood burns with indignation in my aristocratic 
veins, as I read the continued correspondence in your valuable journal about 
that miserable child Nunez. What business have these Tedeschi to drag into 
light the doings of our Mahamad, and why should my friend and relative Senor 
Moses Rodriguez del Fuego Levy Pinto, and my compatriots Senors H. Guedalla 
and Joseph de Castro, ventilate in public the circumstances and the affairs of 
our ancient and honourable congregation?

THE MAGREPHA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—In an editorial notice, entitled the “ Wit and Wisdom of the Talmnd,” 
wkich appeared in your issue of January 18th, you speak of the Magriphah, 
(The word i3 usually written Magrepha] a species of organ which was played iu 
the Temple. Now I have great misgivings, lest these words wight create an 
erroneous impression upon the minds of those of your readers who are willing 
to accept the above statement without reserve or qualification ; and deeming it 
most undesirable that people should run away with the notion that the organ 
was played in the Temple, I beg you will allow me to caution them that the 
evidence upon this point is so slender and conflicting, that no prudent man 
would feel himself justified in accepting it. 

According to the obscure and enigmatical text of Tract Erachin of the 
Babylonian Talmud, the Magrepha was a powerful wind instrument which stood 
in the Temple at Jerusalem, and consisted of a case, or wind-chest, with ten holes, 
containing ten pipes. Each pipe was capable of emitting ten different sounds 
by me&ns of finger holes or some similar contrivance; thus a hundred different 
sounds could be produced upon thisinstrument. It is said to have been provided 
with two pairs of bellows, worked by hydraulic pressure, and attached to it were 
ten keys, by means of which it was played with the fingers, Its tone was 60 
loud that it could be heard from Jerusalem to Jericho, a distance of twelve 
miles! Credat vudeus! The inventor of this palpable exaggeration did not 
display thereby either his “ wit or his wisdom,” but perhaps his only object was 
to impress the mind of the ignorant. Some of onr rabbinical writers have, alas, 


not scrupled to sacrifice truth for the sake of engaging the attention of a supet 


stitious multitude, and the well-meaning authors of these and similar poetic 
fictions, not to say fabrications, have necessarily brought upon themselves dis- 
credit and ridicule. Several of the older treatises on Hebrew music exhibit 
illustrations of this wonderful machine, designed after descriptions supplied by 
the rabbins, or evolved from the “ inner consciousness” of theorists. Thus, 
Hawkins in his History of Music, vol. 1, p. 256, gives a representation of what 
he is pleased to term the Macraphe d’ Aruchin, as described in the Schilte Hag- 
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‘borim. This, as well as most of the other examples, have been copied from - 
the Sing-und Kling-Kunst of Wolfgang Caspar Printz, Dresden, 1690. Hawkina, 
however, 18 clearly of opinion—and his voice carries great weight with it—that 
the form of this instrument so nearly approaches those of more modern times as 

9 give grave reason to suspect the authenticity of the drawing, and he doubts 
not that both Kircher an Schiitterus relied, in this instance, more upon their 
imagination than upon any information they may have obtained. Oue of our 

eatest authorities, Pfeiffer, comes to the conclusion that the Magrepha was 
not an organ at all, but a large kettle-drum, which was placed between the porch 
of the Temple and the Altar, and it was sounded to assemble the priests to 
prayer, aud the Levites to the performance of sacred songs, as well as to 
announce the approach of lepers for purification. If this Magrepha—whether 
organ or kettle-drum—had assumed the proportions cr possessed the capabilities 
ascribed to it by the Talmudiste, some reference would in all likelihood have 
been made to it in the list of instruments enumerated in Holy Writ, but it is 
conspicuous by its absence therefrom. The is nowhere mentione] in 
the Bible, and this neteworthy circumstance is of more value in arriving at a 
solution of the question now under discussion than all the extraordinary and 
improbable details furnished by the Talmud. 


Saalachutz, another careful enquirer, raises a new difliculty, and renders, in 
consequence, the prospect of identification still more reiaote. He denies all 


belief in the existence of the Magrepha as a musical instrument, and he charges 


those who dissent with having fallen into error through the application of the 
name Magrepha to anvther instrument, likewise alleged to have been employed 
inthe Temple. This, however, according to Engel, was not a musical instru- 
ment at all, but a large fire-shovel, used in removing cinders and ashes from the 
altar and Temple. In the Talmud, tract Thamid, it is stated to have been 
customary for the Levite, at a fixed time, after having used the shovel, to throw 
it down between the altar and the porch, thereby producing a loud noise, which 
was heard at a great distance from the Temple, and served to inform the people 
who approached how far the religious observances had proceeded. 


The origin of the term Magrepha, 7533, throws no light upon its signifi- 
cation. The word is derived from the root 93, GRP., meaning to hold, seize, 
to catch, which the late Michael Henry regarded as the progenitor of the Teu- 
tonic griffen, the French griffe, the English grip, grap, grasp, grapple, &c. 

In fine, we are wholly ia the dark as to whether the much-vaunted Magrepha 
partook of the nature of an organ, a kettle-drum, or a fire-shovel. How, then, 
can it be affirmed with the slightest degree of confidence that the Magrepha 
was (1) a species of organ, and (2) that it was employed in the Tewple? 
Which lewple? No one surmises. And yet, forsooth, there are people who 
persuade themselves that the Magrepha was an organ, and that it was played 
upon in the Temple ; and upon these unwarrantable premises they justify its 
introduction into the synagogue. You, Sir, seem, in rather a bantering tone, to 
talk of the organ as jarring upon the ears of the orthodox; but surely the German 
and Portuguese Congregations thus designated would be deserving of the 
gravest ecclesiastical censure if in defiance and violation of rabbinical prohibi- 
tion they were to place organs iu their synagognes upon evidence so suspicious 
and unsatisfactory as that which I have laid before you. 

In conclusion, let me observe that the thanks of every student of ITebrew 
Literature are due to you for the encouragement you offer them, and for the 
persistency with which you urge upon our co-religionists the importance of 
Lalmudical research.

not be present from fear of sustaining injuries. It were well then for those 
refined spectators who fear the contact of their poorer brethren to absent them- 
selves altogether. 

The real object of the cheap marriage fees was to put a stop to the secret 
marriages which were so long a disgrace to the community, and this, I am glad 
to say, has been achieved. I may also state that if the officials appointed to 
perform the ceremeny were more punctual, it would greatly conduce to the 
Convenience of all concerned.

Lost AND Founp.—A correspondent writes: Dramatists are continually 
utilising for the world’s stage incidents bearing upon the daily record of those 
lost and found in great cities. How often we may, and doubtless do, ride side by 
side with, and jostle, in our thronged streets against those who, to friends or to 
focs immediately concerned, are, and have been tor years, the “ great unknown.” 
It is only possible in some instances that complete isolation can be accom- 
plished in vast centres of population like London, It is, indeed, not beyond the 
truth to say that for purposes of concealment—intended for good or for evil— 
an individual is safer from detection in our over-grown metropolis than he 
would possibly be in the solitary wilds of distant lands. The needle in an 
empty bottle is soon detected, the needle ina tottle of hay—so says the proverb 
--hides its glittering surface, To give point to these generalities, [ refer to an 
incident just brought under my notice. A Mr. Caspari—a well-known collector 
of rare prints and engravings—has been resident in London for some twelve 
years, A German by birth—I believe a native of Berlin, where his family still 
reside—he emigrated to America, and subsequently settled here. He realised, 
so | understand, a large property, and after a short illness, of the nature of 
which | am not aware, he succumbed to his malady. No kith or kindred 
smoothed his last hourse—perhaps that was his desire—and he passed away 
without making one sign that he was by birth a Jew. ‘The attention of the 
synagogue was called to the fact, and tle corpse was interred with Jewish rites. 
The funeral was unattended by a single coreligionist, except by those whose 
duty called them, and possibly the family may by the advertisement of death 
first learn that their relation was found and lost again, lost, indeed, on the very 
day when he was found. To be buried with “ our fathers.” is the wish of every 
born Jew, and how unwise for foreigners to hold aloof not only from the syna- 
gogue, but from communion with their own race, and thus deprive themselves 
of those sympathies which in life or death nane but a misanthrope wonld like to 
miss. But for the timely notice given—l believe, in the first instance, tu the 
Rev. A. L. Green, on the advice of Baron Henry de Worms, who quite inei- 
dentally became acquainted with this, let me hope, unique case—the remains of 
Mr. Caspari, a born Jew—who when seen was ia extremis, and utterly incapable 
of communicating his wishes—would have had Christian burial. I pon these 
lines that the case may be a warning to oilers.

[SECOND ARTICLE. | 


No doubt, it is much to be regretted that Christians as a rule do not 
entertain for the Jew the love “which breathed so passionately in the heart 
of Pavr as to make him eyen willing to be anathema from Cunrist for the 
sake of his brethren according to the flesh.” But that any Jews would by 
the exhibition of such affection have been induced to become Christians, we 
cannot believe. With the Jew religion is as much a matter of intellect as 
of sentiment. The tenderest affection for the Jew evinced by Christians 
Would not convince him of the truth of the doctrines followed by them, In 
What way, therefore, could ‘ the spell which Jesus has in all ages exercised 
over the hearts of man of every race and creed” have convinced the Jew 
that Jesvs not only was the promised, but the very Gop himself? The exhi- 
bition of love to the Jew on the part of Christendom would undoubtedly 
have represented Christianity to the Jew in a much more amiable light than 
that in which it was seen by the hunted and martyred Jew, but would 


scr: not have presented to him its dogmas ina light of greater truth- 
ulness,

could he have become a Christian? There can be no doubt that toleration 
“has been historically the latest of all lessons learnt” by Christendom 


Cunist.” Jxsvus, undoubtedly, possessed many virtues in an eminent 
degree. But that toleration was one of them his biographers have certainly 
failed to show, Where was his toleration when he declared his innocent 
countrymen responsible for all the righteous bloodshed from the days of 
Azz to bis own? Where was his toleration when he doomed to perdition 
all those that did not believe in him, or forbad his disciples to cast their 
pearls before the swine, i.c., the Gentiles ; or when he declared he had only 
been sent to the lost sheep of the house of Israg.; when he reviled 
and unsparingly condemned the Pharisees, only a few of whom could have 
given him offence, and when we know from history that among these very 
Pharisees there were some of the most devout and pure-minded 
characters? Would a truly tolerant man have so emphatically and so 
frequently have dwelt upon the regions where there is brimstone, constant wail- 
ing and gnashing of teeth, and have applied such terms as a wicked genera- 
tion and a generation of vipers, to men who in the social order, as then 
established, were his superiors, and many of whom were regularly appointed 
magistrates, to whom respect was always due, if not always obedience ? 
Would a ‘really tolerant man have declared that it should fare better in 
judgment with the men of Sodom and ‘Gomorrah than with those who 
should refuse to receive his disciples, lodge and feed them for nothing? No, 
Canon, no! Jxsvus, no doubt, was endowed with many virtues, but tolera- 
tion was decidedly not one of them. Toleration in Christendom is the 
offspring of necessity. 

When, after the Reformation, the several sects had tried to exterminate 
each other, and at last became worn out with slaughter, they of necessity 
made a truce, in the expectation of re-commencing the struggle as soon as 
they had recovered their strength; just as hostile armies after a protracted 
battle by which they feel exhausted, pause for awhile, and even agree to a 
suspension of arms, waiting in due time to renew the combat. After Catholic 
and Protestant, worn out by the death grapple, had been compelled into a 
truce, they during the period of temporary peace became accustomed to tolerate 
each other, and having tasted the fruits thereof, the suspension was gradually 
converted into permanent peace, and thus toleration was in time extended to 
the Jew; and only then the happy discovery was made to the liberal and 
humane minds among them that toleration was not only compatible with 
Christianity, but was even enjoined by it. The first apostles of toleration 
in Christendom were unbelievers, and its fiercest opponents devout believers. 
A Vottarre preached toleration; and Freperic II, practised it; but 
Christian England nearly rose to a man when Parliament had passed an 
Act which enabled the Jew to become naturalised. The Christianity of the 
people had failed to teach them the lesson of toleration. And how could 
Christendom have learned from its Scriptures the lesson of toleration to the 
Jew, when in church, chapel and school an Apostle was permitted to give the 
lie to the Evangelists, and to allow him to say to the Jewish people when 
speaking of the Crucifixion, “whom ye slew and hanged on a tree” (Acts 
v. 30), when it was the Romans who were chargeable with this deed? 

As yet, we have only had occasion to find fault with the Canon in 
giving fresh currency to unfounded opinions and repeating unjust statements 
made before him, The charges which we have now to bring forward are of 
a more serious character. Statements are made which insinuate unwarranted 
accusations in that style of sweet bitterness which leaves behind the taste of 
gall, but very little tempered by the slight admixture of honey. “ The 
conflagration of Rome,” we are blandly told, “in all probability gave the 
Jews an opportunity of diverting from themselves the false suspicion of 
guilt by turning suspicion against the Christians, and so avenging on them 
the edict of CLaupivs, which, in consequence of the Messianic disturbances 
had caused their banishment from Rome.” Here we see conjecture heaped 
upon conjecture, and all this to show how early the Jews began to hate and 

persecute the Christians. 
imputed to the Jews for an edict issued by CLaupivs, without the least 
historical evidence, and this feeling, he conjectures, impelled them to throw 
suspicion upon the unfortunate Christians of having caused the conflagration 
of Rome. And this line of nice distinction between Jew and Christian is 
drawn at a period when Christians were not yet distinguished from Jews, 
and when in the eyes of the heathen they were both members of one and the 
same creed, at the utmost belonging to different sects. Canon Farrar 
speaks of Jews and Christians as two well marked religious bodies, patent 
to everyone in the year 60 as they are in the year 1878. He seems never 
to have heard of such a body as Jewish Christians, who were as zealous for 
the Law as the Jews themselves, and only differed from them in the belief 
of the messiahship of Jesus. The separation of the Christians from the 
Jews was a slow process, and was certainly not completed until the 


insurrection under Bar Cocuna, in which the Jewish Christians positively

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refused to take part, and thereby brought home the conviction to the 
minds of the Jews that the followers of Jesus had become totally alienated 
from them and sympathised much more with the hated Roman, the national 
foe, than with their own kindred 

Yet, while the Canon can find ample excuses for the Jewish Christians 
who withdrew to Pella and there lived in peace and comfort, while their 
brethren were engaged with the fierce Roman in a struggle of life and death 
for their common country and Sanctuary, and even finds in this heroic 
resistance materials for accusing patriots of blindness “to the desperateness 
of a position which Gop Himself had rendered no longer tenable,” he has 
not a word of sympathy for the heroes who under Bar Cocsa once more 
strove to conquer national independence; and even finds it in his heart to 
raise a fresh accusation against the Jewish warriors, because “it was on the 
Christians that the arms of the victorious Mesrru fell with most implacable 
wrath.” Can the Canon not see that if Mesern wreaked his revenge on 
the Christians—of course, Jewish Christians are meant here, for with 
Gentile Christians the Jews had no occasion to quarrel—it was because 
they were considered as deserters from the national cause, and as traitors to 
their own people? And has such not been the case in every national 
rising? Have the deserters and traitors not at all times been more hated 
than the foreign enemy? Was the French emijré not viewed by his 
countrymen with a bitterer feeling than the foreign invader? Such is 
human nature and such it will be to all eternity, that man’s feeling of 
revenge will turn with much greater fury against those of his kith and kin 
in duty bound to stand by his side in the hour of need, but who in cold 
blood looked on at his distress, than against the stranger who owed him no 
such duty. Religion is quite beside the question, Yet the Canon does 
not hesitate to draw the conclusion, ‘ that even from the earliest times, and 
long before concealment of their written sentiment was rendered necessary 
by fear, the Jews in their treatises spoke of the Christians under every 
possible term of opprobrinm.” This, Reverend Sir, is not writing history, 
but making spiteful insinuations which can only represent the Jew to the 
Christian in a most hateful light, and but increase the existing prejudice 
against him. Let it be borne in mind that the Christians so glibly spoken 
of were not the Christians of the nineteenth century, nor the Gentile 
Ohristians of the second century cither—to the Jew the Gentile Christian 
could not be more hateful than the pagan—but the Jewish. Christian 
members of his own family, who were turning round on him, and while 


availing themselves of the ties of blood and their superior Scriptural know- 


ledge to draw away from the ancient stock as many individuals as they 
could, on the other hand, in all differences and all fends, nade common cause 
with the Gentile foe.

in Wellclose Square, new premises have been acquired for the purposes of the 
Asylum in Mare Street, Hackney. As, however, the lease of the house ir 
Weliclose Square has already expired, and the building in Hackney will not be 
ready for occupation until next May, the temporary use of the premises formerly 
occupied by the Jews’ Orphan Asylum (st. Mark Street, Goodman's Fields), 
has been granted to the “ Hand-in-Hand” Asyluim at a nominal rent.

THE LATE KING VICTOR EMMANUEL. 


We learn that the news of the death of the late King of Italy was received 
by the Italian Jews with the most profound grief. In nearly all the Jewish 
congregations of the Kingdom Special Services In Memoriam were held. 
Telegrams of condolence were sent by all the large congregations to the Royal 
Family, and many of the congregations were represented at the funeral. “At 
Rome, several Jewish Benevolent Societies joined the procession in a body. 
Touching anecdotes of the friendly feelings shown by Victor Emmanuel towards 
the Jews circulate among them, It is remembered with pride that when the 
Decree of Nomination of Signor Artom as Member of the Senate (the first Jew 
nominated) was submitted to the King, he observed “I attach my signature 
with pleasure.” It is also related that when the King was on a visit to one of 
his Jewish subjects he noticed on the door-post a Mezzuzah. He enquired its 
purpose, and when the passage in Deut. vi, 9, was pointed out to him he 
remarked : “I am gratified at being under such good protection.” 


ANGLO-JEWwisH As-ocIATION.—Last week after the Rev. A. Lowy had 
assisted in establishing a Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association at Newcastle- 
on-T'yne, he visited North Shields, where Mr. Barczynsky undertook to obtain 
members of the Association amongst the Jewish residents in that town, and to 
act as Hon. Treasurer. In South Shields, Mr. M. 8. Harris, of Westoe, will hold 
the office of local Hon. Treasurer. Nearly all she Jewish residents of the two 
towns have expressed their willingness to become members of the Association, 
On Wednesday evening, Mr. Lowy addressed the Jewish residents of West 
Hartlepool, and some of East Hartlepool, who constituted themselves into a 
Branch, of which Mr. G. L. Abrahams is President, Mr. A. Harris, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr, A. Lotinga, Treasurer, and Mr. Levi Harris, Hon. Secretary. The 
utmost interest in the work of the Anglo-Jewish Association was expressed by 
the members of the several Congregations, who joined this prosperous institu- 
tion.

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“JUDAISM AND CHRISTIANITY.’? | | 
[THIRD NOTICE. ] 


The avowed cbject of Christianity was, according to the Evangelists, the 
omotion of peace and good-will amongst men. Jesus is said to have predicted 
that differences and hostilities would prevail for a time, but that they would ulti- 
mately yield to the influence of the holy spirit and the pervading sentiment of 
universal brotherhood. These were the ideas proper to the doctrine of the Mes- 
sianic age, and the writers of the Gospel histories must have had them full in 
their minds when they set forth that at the birth of Jesus, an angelic voice (the 
Rabbivical Both-kol) was heard to proclaim “ peace and good-will to all men.” 
Bat for many centuries Christiavity offered a marked contrast to the senti- 
ment breathed out by that angelic voice. Peace fled from the Church from the 
moment when it broke from its Mosaic anchorage and drifted into a sea of 
foreign dogma. The influence of Paul continued to increase, and within twenty 
years from his death the Church had become so bitterly hostile to the Synagogue 
as to add to its creed the article: “ There is no salvation for him who keeps the 
Mosaic Law, even though he should acknowledge Jesus of Nazareth as the 
true Messiah.” It was the signal for sectarian persecution. The Ebionites, the - 
primitive disciples of Jesus, were denounced as heretics and enemies of God, 
and it was held meritorious to harass them, and even to compass their death. 
Protected by Justin Martyr, who encouraged them to cling steadfastly to the Mos- 
aic Law,the Ebionites braved for a time the hostility of the pagan element of the 
Church, and coutinued to make their pilgriinage to Jerusalem long after its con- 
quest by Litus. But the Gentile Christians were too powerful to be withstood, and 
even Justin Martyr himself was coerced into subscribing that “the followers of 
the Law of Moses are damnable heretics.” ‘The Gnostics, at that time the 
dominant section of the Church, went so far as to assert that Mosaism was not 
an inspired religion. ‘To be received by them into the Church it was not so 
absolutely necessary that the convert should profess a belief in Christianity as 
that he should pronounce a condemuation of the. Mosaic Law. To such an extent 
was the hostility carried, that the Church Caiendar wags altered, so that its 
holidays might not occur at the time which the Pentateuch had fixed the Hebrew 
festivals to be celeb:ated. The Jewish Passover had been fixed by Moses about 
the time of the first full moon of the vernal equinox, and that was the date at 
which the jist Christians had fixed the Easter. But as it appeared to the 
Pauline Church an abomination that the Christian Easter should begin at the 
same time as the Jewish Pa-sover, it was decrecd that in future Easter should 
commence on the first Sunday after the full moon. 

Such open antagonism to the ideas and practices of the primitive Church did 
not fail to produce schism and strife, and before the close of the first century 
the Church had split into forty-seven sects. Christianity had then ceased to be 
a bond of union and peace, and had become the promoter of interminable dif- 
ferences and conflicts. Some of the eld Church writers present a melancholy 
‘picture of practical Christianity about the year 150, and they attribute the sad change 
to the introduction of creeds breathing forth hell and damnation to all outside 
of the pale of Gnostic orthodoxy. The Gentile element had done its work. With 
the elimination of the Mosaic doctrine, the Mosaic Ethics had also disappeared 
from the Church which had concentrated all its zal in anti-Judaic dogmas. A 
very different result might have been realised if the Church, like its founder, 
had suffered the Mosaic element to occupy the foreground. It-needed no coercion 
to gain over the reason of men to the acceptance of the Articles of the Deca- 
logue ; but a strong arm would be required if men were to be driven into com- 
pliance with the new doctrines of the abolition of the Sinaitic Covenant, the 
Ingarnation, tue Immaculate Conception, the Vicarious Atonement, the eternal 
perdition of souls, and endless torture in hell fires 3 

The bent which Christianity had taken under Gentile pressure proved alike 
baueful to intellectual culture. At the opening of.the vulgar era the Jews 
were an educated, and, in some respects, a learned people. Besides the famous 
colleges of Hillel and Schammai, many seminaries existed in Palestine, and there 
was no village or hamlet were a minyan could be formed which had not its 
school, Tt was the old Jewish maxim that the Synagogue and the school-house 
must go. hand-in-hand Nor were the higher branches of learning cultivated 
exclusively by the rich, Some of the most renowned scholars were journeymen 
mechanics, The authors of whom the Jews are justly proud, and whose works 
will be read with interest as long as the Hebrew and its cognates are understood, 
were those whose very names are identified with their industrial pursuits, 
Striking was the contrast offered in that respect in the second century, in every 
country where Gentile Christianity had made its way, The Church, far from 
establishing aud maintaining schools, opposed itself to all secular learning, which 


it denounced as sinful aud leading to perdition. As Christianity was essentially 
> preenytiang religion, a knowledge of foreign tongues might seem to have 


een needful for its missionaries ; yet the Church forbade linguistic studies, and 
eucouraged its teachers to rely on the miraculous gift of tongues which would 


marvellous gift was divinely communicated to many of his contemporaries, 
though he pathetically laments that it should have been withheld from him. 
Clemens of Alexandria, Urigen and Julius Africanus were brilliant exceptions 
to the general ignorance that darkened the teachers and the disciples of Chris- 
tianity in the second century. Bnt no sooner did these scholars recommend the 
cultivation of science and letters, than they incurred the censures of the Church. 

The science of the Chureb,” rays an ecclesiastical authority of that age, “ ig 
neglected by some for the study of geometry. .... Euclid is in their hands ; 
Aristotle and Theophrastus are the objects of their admiration, and they express 
reverence for the works of Galen.” 

No less detrimental, as regards domestic and social relations, had the 
Christianity of that time become. Monasticism was directly opposed to the 
Spirit of Mosaism. The Hebrew legislator had represented marriage as a holy 
union ; but the Church condemned it as an unlawful indulgence, or even in the 
most lenient sense, as barely permissive. The old Jewish notion that a man is 
tendered morally better by becoming a husband and a father, and a woman by 
means of the endearing ties of a wife and a mother, was stigmatised as carnal; 
and celibacy was enjoined as the most sanctified of virtues. Canons were 
introduced to cut off all ecclesiastical members from the sympathies and 
Charities of domestic life, and to maintain a struggle against the natural rights 
and affections of humanity. In the seventh century, the demoralization which 
enforced celibacy had produced, compelled the Greek Church, in order to 
preserve the appearance of propriety, to permit its priests to retain their wives 
after Ordination. But the Latin Church persistently adhered to its old Canon 
and it not only prevented priests from marrying after ordination, but compelled 
them to repudiate their wives before they took orders. Here morality was 
eee te dogma, and fora long time the Church connived at the dissoluts 
ives of its clergy, which, in the tenth century, threatened to demoralise th> 


* Judaism and Christianity ; being a Reply to the Lectures il St. Geo: ge’ ;

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whole social framework. The practice of concubinage had then become so uni- 
versal that a special law was enacted to accord to the illegitimate offspring of 
the clergy the rights of inheritance. 

The Church went on not only creating new articles of faith, but also 
abolishing old ones to which the primitive Christians had fondly clung. It was 
now declared heretical to maintaia that the Advent of Jesus was to be looked 
for from ig to day, and it was held that his promise to return before “ that 
generation had passed away,” was to be regarded in an allegorical sense only. 
The old doctrine of the Millenium was also denounced asa heresy. As the 
prediction of the Millenium, however, had not only been pronounced by the 
writer of the Apocalypse, but the “‘New Jerusalem” had been named as the 
seat of “ the blessed kingdom,” the Church made short work with the difficulty, 
and at the Council of Laodicea the Apocalypse was expunged from the Canon 
of the New Testament. It was restored to its place by a later Council, and it 
has ever since constituted the ground-work for esoteric speculation, of which 
school Dr. Cumming is tho strengest living representative. By that time the 
Church had completely severed herself from the Synagogue, abandoned her old 
traditions, remodelled her primitive constitution, and completed ber edifice by 
determining what portion of the evangelical writings was to be construed 
literally aud what allegorically, aud by making verbal and metaphysical creeds 
the arch on which she was to rest for support. Is that reckless course Chris- 
tianity proceeded, ignoring everything thet preserved a rewembrauce of Judaism, 
except tithes—and passing for some decades through internal strife and proscrip- 
tion, occasionally persecuted itself by the Casars, but showing in its turn no 
mercy to the dissenting sects, each of which claimed to be “the true Church,”"— 
until it entered the fourth century, when it was to invest itself with imperial 
yews, - to assume tyrannical sway over the opinions and the liberties of 
mankind, 

‘Though favourably disposed towards the Church, the Emperor Constantine 
was not at first inclined to give it unconditional power. In 507 he issued a 
decree forbidding the “ Orthodox’’ Church to persecute Dissenters, on the ground 
“that the Gods might be left to vindicate their own honour.’ Nive years later 
appeared bis Milan decree, piacing aii Christians on a re igious equality with bis 
pagan subjects. But he was gained over by the Orthodox party to proscribe 
the Montanists, the Novatians and other sects ; and soon afterwards arose a new 
schism about the true doctrine of the Trinity, which was destined to deloge with 
blood the fairest portions of the globe. Councils were convoked at Nice in 325 
and at Constantinople in 381 to setile this new metaphysical dogma. Well does 
Dr. Benisch ask “ What has mankind gained by its revelation? Has it a 
tendency to enlarge the believer's mental vision? Does it link itseif to any 
other verity of whatever category, spiritual or secular, scientific or ethical? Has 
it a tendency to render the believer more devout, more reverential, to dispose him 
more than he was before to practice virtue or to shun vice? Nothing of the 
kind.” One consequence, however, it had: it consummated the separation of the 
Jew and Christian in religious seatiment, and made it impossible for the for- 
mer to reconcile himself, as a believer, if he understood Mosaism, to Christianity. 
if, after this, the Jew was ever to be linked with his Christian brether in friend- 
ship and love (as is happily the case in our times) it could only be by reason of 
the ethical bond of the Pentateuch, now common alike to Jew and Caristian. A 
union on theological grounds was henceforth impossible. 

The office of the Council of Nice was two-fold, It had. first to decide 
whether the Trinity was an essential element in the beliet of the Church, and 

secondly, which of the Trinitarian schemes, Arianism, Tritheism, or Sabe/lianism 
was the true one, The party of Athanasius won the fight, and a doctrine was 
evolved which implies, as it appears to us, that God Almighty Himself expired 
on the cross. If this conclusion at which we have arrived should startle some 
Christian brother, let him honestly ask himeelf if that tremendous proposition be 
not unqualifiedly embodied in a hymn adopted by. the Church, in which the 
following lines occur : 


“Well might. the sun in darkness hide 
And shut his elories in, 
When God the Mighty Maker died 
For man the creature's sin,” 

And now broke out a religious war unprecedented for its duration, and for 
the fierce passions and the deeds of horror which it produced, . Between the date 
of the conversion of Constantine, who never would submit to baptism, and that 
of the retirement of Athanasius, 240,000 Christians were sleugltered, and many 
flourishing cities were laid waste. These heartrending statements come from 
Church historians : pagan authors paint them in still deeper colors. Ammianus 
(c.B. 350-60) says: “ The intense hatred of the Christians towards each other 
surpasses the fury of savage beasts against man.’’ The decree of Theodosius in 
380 runs thus: “ The Judges are required to pronounce every existing law that 
might be urged in favour of the deniers of the Trinity, as the production of traud 
and forgery.

Who had ever heard of dark eges 
in the history of Judaism? four and a half centuries after Moses had brought 
down the covenant from Sinai, the golden age of literature and of lyrie poetry 
had come for the Hebrews. The Schools of the Prophets were flourishing, 
learning was cultivated throughout the Davidical empire, and man dwelt in peace 
‘under bis vine and under his fig-tree.” Five centuries after Christianity had been 
preached, a moral chaos had come back ; ‘‘ darkness was upon the face of the 
earth, and thick darkness upon the people”; the learning ot former ages was 
scorned, and priests aud bishops were not possessed of the common franchise of 
reading and writing. Religion had become an empty sound, moral sentiment 
and human sympathy were practically ignored, and the successors of the 
Apostles had degenerated into cruel and bloodthirsty tyrants. Well might the 
poor Jew exclaim, as he was led to the stake because he refused to recognise 
in the current events of the time any evidence that the promised Messiah had 
come, “O God of heaven, assuredly Thou hast darkened the perceptions of these 
cruel men, or how could they believe by what is passing around us that the 
Messiah who was to bring peace and love hath yet appeared on the earth”?

MOSES MENDELSSOHN. 


On Saturday evening last Mr. Henny S. Hassrevp delivered an interesting 
lecture on “ Moses Mendelssohn,” at the “Sir Moses Montefiore” Literary and Art 
Society. 

Mr HAssre.p, after a few introductory remarks, proceeded to sketch the early 
ders of his hero, who, he said, was born at Dessau on the 6th September, 1/29. His 
father Mendel was a Hebrew ecribe, and from him Moses inherited the ardent desire 
to aequire knowledge which characterised his career. Moses grew up a puny, weak, 
timid boy, owing probably to the early death of his mother. However, Mendel did 
the best he could for him, and when he could, himself, no louger further his educa- 
: tion, he placed him under the eminent David Herschel Frankel, then the Chief 
Rabbi of Dessau. Rabbi Frankel admired the eagerness with which his young pupil 

rsued his studies, and soon perceived that he was destined to rank above his fel- 
ows, Such was the unremitting attention that Mendelssohn gave to study that he 
seriously impaired his health. On the 17th August, 1743 Mendelssohn stood before

ruse such works as the “ Messias ” and the New Testament, and yet remain a Jew, 
ence, they began to distrust him, as well his belief in the religion of his fathers. 
Our philosopher acutely perceived that to deliver his race from the lamentable pre- 
judice which existed against them, and to raise them out of their then obscurity, 
they should not only be in possession of equal civil, political and religious privileges 
but also advance in education. Accordingly, he encouraged the use by them of the 
pure German, unmixed with Hebrew, which disfigured both languages, To further 
promote this object, he translated the Pentateuch into the national language. Still, 
notwithstanding his high character and extraordinary attainments, Mendelssohn was 
discredited by the bigoted and unlettered members of the community, who looked 
upon his translation of the Pentateuch into German as little short of sacrilege, Thus 
it was that he not alone had to labour assiduously for the advancement of the 
Jewish people, but at the same time to battle with their prejudices, and endeavour 
to persuade them to accept his counsel. After a few further remarks upon the close 
of the eventful life of Mendelssohn, Mr. Hassfeld brought his lecture toa conclu- 
sion by reading a portion of Lessing's “‘ Nathan der Weise.” 

On the motion of Mr. I. ApRAHAMS, seconded by Mr. H. ALBERT, a vote of 
thanks was accorded to Mr. Hassfeld for his able and interesting lecture. The Rev. 
A. L. GREEN highly complimented Mr. Hassfeld, and congratulated the Society on 
having among their own body a member capable of delivering such an excellent 
lecture. In the course of his remarks, the Rev. A. L. Green incidentally mentioned 
that it is to Moses Mendessolin that’ we are wholly indebted for the abohuon of 
the baneful and dangerous practice of early burials ; in his time it was the custom 
among Jews to bury within a few hours of death. 


THE HORRORS AT KEZANLIK. 


— 


Included in the Blue Book on Turkey just presented to Parliament isa 
description of the horrible treatment of the Jews of Kezanlik by the Bulgarians 
and Russians on the occupation of that place last summer by General Gourko’s 
forces. Mr. Layard mentions that this statement may be considered on the 
whole as trustworthy. Although these details have been previously published 
in our columns, we deem it advisable to republish the particulars as given in the 
Blue Book : 


“The town having capitulated, permission was given by the Russian General to 
both Russians and Bulgarians to plunder houses belohiging to Turks and Jews. The 
Bulgarians continued their work of pillage, murder, and rape for several days. On 
the 20th July, three Bulgarians, led by a person who seemed to be a Russian, broke 
into the house of Aaron Caneti, who hid himself, They, however, succeeded in 
finding his partners, Ieaac and Judas Assa, and called upon them to disclose the place 
where Aaron Caneti kept his money. Finding resistance impossible, the Assas gave 
upa portion of the money, which, however, did not satisfy the Bulgarians, who 
stabbed to death Isaac Assa, Judas succeeding in making his escape. This outrage 
was at once brought to the notice of the Russian Commander, who placed sentries in 
the streets in order to stop the pillage and arrest the marauders. But, notwithstand- 
ing this step, the Bulgarians continued their work of pillage, and the town remained 
in their hands for eight days. On the ninth day, news arrived that the Turks had 
re-occupied Zaghra, and the Russians, of whom a small force only remained at Kezan- 
lik, at once retired to Schipka, leaving the Turkish and Jewish families at the mercy 
of the Bulgarians, who from that time set no bounds to their excesses, A proclama- 
tion was issued by the Bulgarian Government to the effect that any Turk or Jew who 
left his house would be immediately put to death, and some Turks, who went out 
notwithstanding this prohibition, were killed. The object of this order was to faci- 
litate the plunder of the shops and houses, defended, as they would be, by the pro- 
prietors alone. It was at first obeyed by the Jews, but seeing that the plunder of 
their houses nevertheless continued, they quitted them on the 4th August in order 
to repair to the synagogue and determine what steps they should take under the cir- 
cumstances. On Saturday, the 5th August, the Bulgarians penetrated into the court 
of the synagogue, uttering threats of death against those who had set their orders at 
defiance. They were guided by a Christian, whose employment had been to light 
the fire on Saturdays in the synagogue, and in most of the Jewish houses in Kezan- 
lik. This wretch, who had lived on the bounty of the Jews, was now foremost to 
betray and denounce them. Some of the Jews, among whom was the Grand Rabbi, 
managed to escape to the garrets and cellars of their houses, where they concealed 
themselves, but those who remained were seized by the Bulgarians, who selected 
from among them, at the indication of their guide, Samuel Caneti, Jacob Levy, 
Moses Catava, and Behor Joseph Levy, and conducted them to the other extremity of 
the town. On the way these poor men were most inhumanly maltreated by the 
Bulgarians, with a view to extorting money from them. Finding that they had - 
mone, they killed a dog, and, in order to revenge themselves, forced their Jewish 
prisoners to drink its biood, They subsequently released their prisoners, with the 


Cossacks appeared. They picked out seventy-two men from among the fugitives, 
separated them from their families, and drove them off into a ravine through which 
flows a stream called the Bidjerali, about two hours distant from Schipka. Here 
they were stripped of their clothes and of the small sum of money they still possessed, 
and were then formed into line preparatory to being put to the sword. They were, 
however, saved from death by the arrival of two Russian horsemen conveying an 
order to bring them back immediately. ‘The Cossacks at once took to flight, and these 
seventy-two unfortunate men, naked and barefooted, were compelled to walk to 
Schipka, where their families had meanwhile been temporarily settled. The Russian 
General gave orders that the Jews should be established in the court of a church, 
where they were supplied ‘with bread and water for some days, About three days 
after their arrival at Schipka the granddaughter of the Chief Rabbi was sent back by 
the Bulgarians. She had been dishonoured, and was in a pitiable state ; neverthe- 
less, her parents were delighted at her return. For thirteen days and nights the 
Jews remained encamped in this court, At night the Bulgarian soldiers used to 
enter the court, and, with threats of death and by the faint light of candles, select 
those girls and young women whose appearance most pleased them, and carry them 
off to their houses, without regard to their cries and lamentations, At daybreak they 
were restored, dishonoured, to their parents. These excesses continued until the 
health of these miserable creatures suffered frightfully. With a refinement of 
cruelty the Bulgarians fastened the door of the court inhabited by the Jews, and left 
them for twenty-four hours without water. It was fearful to hear the children, suffer- 
ing from the heat of summer, and crying for water, which their parents were unable 
to give them. On the 20th August this state of suffering was at its height. On that 
day the funeral of a Russian officer took place in the court of the church in which the 
Jews were confined. A large number of Russians and Bulgarians attended it, and 
tie groans of the unhappy Jews were overheard by some Russian officers, who ordered 
the door of the court to be opened, and great was their astonishment at the sight of 
these miserable creatures dying of thirst. They ordered water to be immediately 
brought, stipulating only that those of the women who had infants at the breast 
should also suckle some Bulgarian children who had been found abandoned in the 
Balkans, These officers promised their protection to the Jewish sufferers, and were 
loud in their abuse of the Bulgarians, who had not scrupled to thus torture inoffen- 
sive persons who had submitted of their own accord, They even went so far as to 
procure four cows for their support. Meanwhile, it was reported that the Turkish 
army was approaching Schipka, and the Bulgarians were much exercised lest on the 
return of the Turks the Jews should be able to give them an account of the exploits 
of their persecutors and the cruelties these latter had perpetrated. On the other 
hand, one of the Russian officers, a Jew himself, was doing his utmost to save the 
fugitives. He managed to get them sent to Tirnova, by way of Gabrova, with an 
escort of Bulgarian soldiers, and a letter addressed to the authorities, stating that 
the Jews were not pNsoners, but peaceable citizens, who had submitted of their own 
free will. Unfortunatéty’ the soldiers of the escort, joined by other Bulgarians, ani- 
mated by the vilest intentions, proceeded to the worst excesses. They caused the 
Jews to march slowly so that they arrived at night before Gabrova. Once there, their 
license had no bounds, The nocturnal scenes of Schipka recommenced, and the 
unhappy girls were once more violated by these wretches in the open fields and in 
the presence of the whole caravan. On the 22nd August they entered Gabrova, 
amidst the hooting and abuses of the inhabitants, who had assembled to see them 
pass. They were forced to march all through the town and exposed to the execration 
of the pubiic, their escort giving out that they had poisoned the water at Zaghra 
and thereby caused the death of a great number of Russians. Owing to this atro- 
cious calumny the people fell upon them, and they were subjected to much ill treat- 
ment. This martyrdom only ceased when they were handed over to the Russian 
police, and the letter read which established their innocence ; and even then were 
confined in a place where they were exposed on the bare ground to the burning heat 
of the sun by day and the wet dew by night. They were constantly watched. Their 
only food consisted of mouldy bread, and water was given them in just sufficient 
quantities to keep them alive. After remaining six days at Sistova, they were sent 
to Bucharest, where thirty-five of the fugitives died, and thence for Trieste,”

grn,—I have read with growing interest and pleasure the solid criticism of your acute and cul- 

tured correspondent, Mr. Mauerberger—a criticism so felicitously expressed as to merit special 

ommendation. In further elucidation of the moot point, I propose to enumerate in extenso (1) the 
unsatisfactory solutions hitherto attempted to explain the “textus receptus,”’ including Mr. Mauer- 
perger's; (2) to define more clearly the view I ventured to suggest; (3) to show the bearing 
such definition has on historical Judaism. 

The text, as it stands in Gen, xxii. 13, is one of the most difficult in Scripture, and although the 
difficulty is a verbal one restricted to the dry law of syntax, unconnected with moral duty or 
spiritual truth, its determination, nevertheless, becomes of high interest as incidentally elucidating 
an obscure terminology frequently adopted in the Mishna and Talmud, and marking the first great 
divergence in the new direction of national scientific thought and to the solution of which termino- 
logy the attention of the learned has not hitherto been sufficiently directed. 

The text is made to read differently by nearly all the more modern translators, who agree to 
differ as to the meaning and position of the word SMX. The ancient versions, with the exception of 
the Vulgate, which reads—“ post tergum ’’—reject our present “textus receptus,” and read IAN. - 
The similarity of the “J and the “) both in the Samaritan—the original character of the Pentateuch 
and in our present version of the square alphabet at once suggests the possibility of error on the 
part of the scribe—thus writing IX DN vice INN DN. This reading, however, was evidently 
rejected by the Massorists, who dissociated in the most marked manner, the two words TMX D8, so 
to imply the impossibility of reading them together, And this applies whether we read IAN DN 
or 

| will not enter here into the vexed question as to the date of the vowel points, I refer your 
readers to Levita Massoreth Ha-Massoreth for the most complete monograph on that interesting 
enquiry. The work is now accessible to all in the very masterly. translation of Dr. Ginsburg. I 
will only observe that both Talmuds—the Babli and Jerusalmi—emphatically call our attention to 
the importance of the tonic-accents as deciding the true meaning of the text—In XNedarim 37 b. and 
in Megilla 3, we read, DYOSYH AP “and they caused them to understand the 
Scripture,’ means “the dividing accents”. In Jerusalmi Megilla iv. 1, 67 6, ed. Krotoschin—DY04 
D’OvON DR DSW, “and gave the sense,’ means, “the divisions according to the sense” as 
shown by the tonic-accents. So difficult was this scientific division of sentences and words in the 
ancient manuscripts, where sentences and words ran one into the other, so laborious the acquisition 
of the system, acquired only after years of hard study, and so important in the due understanding 

of the Scriptures, that while it was regarded as degrading to receive payment for instruction 
given in sacred literature, it was permitted in the one sole instance of teaching this great branch 
of the Mavsorah, A fair insight into the immense labour required rightly to 
determine a given text may be obtained from comparing the fac simile of the text of a Samaritan 
Targum, given by John W. Nutt, M.A., in his admirable work on that Targum. (Triibner, 1874). 
The most consummate master of the school of parapbrasts, who did for the Targum what 
Rabbi Jehudah did for the Mishna, viz., give us a “textus receptus,”’ could not get over the difficulty 
of the text.. He truncates as did later commentators the verse in question, displaces UX from its 
position and inserts it at the commencement of the verse—thus “ON AN OFMIN 
(or FORA INNX)—Targum PIN HY’ and whether Onkelos 
read SIA SN or “SIN DN, is still an open question, and which ever, way he read it, that 
reading would distinctly be against the Massorah, which requires the words to be read dis- . 
junctively according to the laws of prosody. I will on a future occasion show how this very 
difficulty admittedly presents itsolf to our commentators in another verse where “IX is the 
crux, owing to the prosody which characterises the word. As I mentioned in my first letter, 
the Talmud itself—Tract. Taanith c. 2, ha, 4—asks the question WKS Wp), “in what sense 
or in what position in the text shall we regard the word “AS.” It seems—whether we translate 
it “behind,” “in the background,” or “another,’—to be wholly redundant. Sn 57)—“ and 
behold a ram’’—would be sufficiently emphatic to mark the passage without the surplusage 
of the word VFX. I regret I cannot accept Mr. Mauerberger’s reading of “FN, “ strange,” first 


because it is against the D°DY; secondly, it is redundant; thirdly, it is against the sense. “WAN, 


“strange,” would imply another ram before mentioned; thisis not the case, quite the contrary. 
Isaac had asked, where is the lamb for the offering, and Abraham had answered, God will provide 
it. The natural text would be aN TIN. “and behold ‘the’ ram’’—alluded to by Abraham. There 
was ne need to qualify the “ram”: by .the adjective—strange—as it was the ordinary offering. 
Aye, Isaac was intended for this homage-gift, but he surely was not a “ram,"’ although presented 
as an offering. Consequently, there is no possible place, I humbly venture to think, for the application 
of the term “strange,”’ which would only be adding to, instead of diminishing the difficulties of the text> 
I come, then, to the one conclusion—the only one left—that neither IAN, the ancient text, as suggested, 
nor “FIN, in the ordinary meanings of the term, as either adverb or adjective, meets the Massoretic 
definition. Gesenius evidently rejects the adverbial meaning of the word MXN. He tells us, WAN 
adv. “behind,” thus used, Gen. xxii. 13, “only,” (where, however, the Samaritan Text, 42 Heb, 
MSS, Ixx. Syr, are in favour of the simpler rendering IMS), Vulg. “post tergum’’. I repeat, how 
ever, that if the reading IM gets rid of one difficulty it lands us in another—the DYDYyp being 
utterly opposed to the synthetic reading. 

2. In enlarging on my own view, I reason on the following basis: I find an organic stem 
used in the Mishna and in the Talmud, “ff, signifying intensity of action, and I have reasoa 
to think, with Ben Saruk, that we must seek stem-roots among the monosyllabic forms. 
We must not forget that however convenient the triliteralness of Hebrew roots as based. on 
the arabic system and adopted by Ibr Chajug may be, it is a system open to erave objections: 
patent to all who investigate what we term irregular, defective, and quiescent roots. I believe the 
time will come when Hebrew resolved by oriental archaic forms will adopt the system of biliterals 
a its true organism.

IN a leader on the marriage of the King of Spain, the Times says : “ Spain is 
still the country of unbroken Catholicism which she was made when she drove out 
the Jews and the Moors. Thus she lost the flower of her culture, the best of her 
science, her finest skill in handicraft, all that makes a nation yigourous in intellect 
and enlightened in action. She sacrificed the best of her manhood for the sake of 
her Church, until she sank from the greatest to the least considered of Powers, She 
created a desert of religious orthodoxy.” 


GERMANY.—The federation of German Jewish communities (“Gemeindebund”) 
has been re-organised. It object has been declared to be in the new statutes, the 
protection of the common interests—religious party questions being excluded— 
administration, promotion, formation and support of internal institutions, and 
representation of them to the State and foreign coreligionists. The Federation, 
consequently, will manage all common concerns with respect to the social and legal 
position of the Jews, defend them against attacks, promote exchange of ideas and 
experiences in the communal administration, improvement in the regulations for 
succouring the poor while checking the system of vagrancy, will devise means for 


pensioning communal officials who have served their time, and make provision for 


their widows and orphans, will promote and support the Universal Israelitish 
Alliance, and provide for the support of religious schools and the training of 
religious teachers. Every Jewish community may join by paying an annual contri- 
bution for a minimum of three years. The Federation will also accept donations 
and legacies, The annual contribution of a joining community is one half per cent. 
of its annual income. The Federation will be governed by a Committee elected by 
the Federation. The Committee will elect from its midst a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, and a Treasurer. All these offices are honorary, but a paid Secretary will 
be engaged. The seat of the Committee, for the present, is Leipzig. The regular 
session of the delegates of the Federation is every three years, Extraordinary 
sessions, however, will be held at the requisition of at least thirty congregations,
